To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Kent  County  Council. 

My  Lords,  Miss  Wigan  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Kent  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1940. 

The  year  under  review  is  the  first  complete  year  during  which  work  has  been 
carried  out  under  war  conditions.  In  order  to  economize  paper  and  time  of  staff 
the  report  has  been  reduced  considerably  in  size  so  that  only  essential  matters 
and  statistics  necessary  to  preserve  continuation  of  record  are  included.  It  is 
regretted  that  owing  to  difficulties  of  various  kinds  issue  of  the  Report  has  been 
delayed. 

Hospital  Services. 

During  the  year  many  important  developments  took  place.  First,  the  Emer¬ 
gency  Hospital  Scheme  came  into  full  operation  during  the  year,  commencing  with 
the  treatment  of  wounded  evacuated  from  Flanders  and  Dunkirk,  and  in  the 
Autumn  the  treatment  of  air  raid  casualties.  The  work  connected  with  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  wounded  evacuated  from  the  Continent  provided  a  very  valuable  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  seeing  how  the  County  Hospitals  and  up-graded  Institutions  functioned, 
and  as  a  result  of  this  experience  valuable  lessons  were  learned  which  were  of  great 
importance  when  air  raid  casualties  began  to  occur. 

In  June  the  Ministry  of  Health  requested  the  Public  Health  Committee  to 
take  over  as  a  war-time  measure  the  administration  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital, 
Folkestone — a  voluntary  hospital  which  was  unable  to  continue  by  reason  of  finan¬ 
cial  difficulties.  At  the  same  time  the  Ministry  agreed  that  the  Willesborough 
Institution,  which  had  been  up-graded  for  use  as  an  emergency  hospital,  should 
be  transferred  to  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.  The  Institution 
was  re-named  “  Willesborough  Hospital  ”  and  associated  with  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital,  Folkestone.  The  nursing  staff  in  training  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital, 
Folkestone,  were  transferred  to  the  Willesborough  Hospital  and  the  General 
Nursing  Council  approved  the  latter  as  a  Training  School.  I  believe  this  is  the  only 
voluntary  hospital  which  has  been  transferred  to  the  control  of  a  local  authority. 

I  should  like  to  pay  special  tribute  to  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  of  the 
Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Folkestone,  for  their  ready  acceptance  of  County  Council 
methods  and  for  the  excellent  work  which  they  have  done. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  again  undertaken  with  regard  to  appro-, 
priation  of  Public  Assistance  Hospitals  with  the  result  that  the  County  Hospitals 
at  Farnborough,  Pembury  and  Sheppey  were  transferred  to  the  control  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  on  July  1st,  1941. 

Tuberculosis. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  spite  of  difficulties  associated  with  the 
war,  the  Tuberculosis  and  Orthopaedic  schemes  have  been  maintained  fully  during 
1940.  Owing  to  evacuation  and  difficulties  associated  with  obtaining  the  services 
of  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Sheerness  and  Mar¬ 
gate  Orthopaedic  clinics.  Alternative  arrangements  for  children  suffering  from 
Orthopaedic  defects  in  these  areas  were  arranged  by  opening  a  new  clinic  at  Sitting- 
bourne  to  serve  patients  from  that  area  and  from  Sheerness,  under  the  charge  of 
the  consulting  Surgeon  at  Canterbury  clinic.  Patients  from  Margate  were  dealt 
with  at  the  Canterbury  clinic. 
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The  new  Convalescence  Section  at  the  County  Sanatorium,  Lenham,  was 
opened  on  the  27th  December,  1940. 

Consequent  upon  the  closure  of  sanatoria  and  hospitals  undertaking  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  adequate  provision  for  such  treatment  became  very 
difficult  to  provide.  In  1940  the  Public  Health  Committee  commenced  negotiations 
with  the  authorities  of  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  London,  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  Alexandra  Hospital,  Swanley.  As  a  result,  this  Hospital  (now  known  as  the 
Kettlewell  Hospital)  was  opened  in  1941  for  the  treatment  of  90  patients  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis. 

The  new  dispensary  premises  at  Ramsgate,  Herne  Bay  and  Maidstone  were 
opened  during  1940  and  provide  far  better  facilities  to  patients  and  staff  alike,  as 
compared  with  the  old  buildings  previously  in  use.  The  installation  of  an  X-ray 
plant  at  the  Maidstone  Dispensary  is  serving  a  most  useful  purpose,  and  allows  of 
specialised  work,  not  previously  possible  to  be  done. 

Warm  appreciation  is  again  recorded  of  the  work  which  is  being  carried  out 
by  the  Kent  Council  of  Social  Service  in  these  very  difficult  times.  During  the  year,. 
558  patients  came  within  the  purview  of  the  Council. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.

Despite  many  difficulties  due  to  the  war,  all  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Services  were  fully  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Many  of  the  premises  in  which 
Centres  and  Clinics  were  held  have  been  requisitioned  for  Military  and  Civil  Defence 
purposes,  and  alternative  accommodation  had  to  be  arranged.  In  addition,  there 
were  often  further  difficulties  owing  to  the  decreased  transport  facilities  to  adjoining 
villages  ;  in  such  instances,  increased  home  visiting  was  undertaken  by  the  Health 
Visitors  until  the  Centres  could  be  re-opened.  I  hold  the  opinion  that  the  sterling 
work  of  these  women  officers  has  played  no  unimportant  part  in  upholding  the 
morale  of  the  people. 

In  connection  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Scheme  for  the  immunization  of 
children  against  diphtheria  assistance  was  given  to  Local  Authorities,  both  in 
regard  to  propaganda  and  by  affording  the  assistance  of  County  Medical  and  Health 
Visiting  Staff  in  carrying  out  the  work  required  under  the  Scheme. 

Preliminary  arrangements  were  made  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of 
Day  Nurseries,  and  the  experience  gained  in  1940  has  been  invaluable  in  the 
increased  demand  for  this  form  of  social  service  in  the  present  year. 

As  a  result  of  changed  circumstances,  four  of  the  Emergency  Maternity 
Homes  which  had  been  established  in  the  County  were  closed,  and  similar  Homes 
for  the  reception  of  women  from  the  Kent  evacuation  areas  were  set  up  by  the 
respective  Authorities,  under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  Berkshire, 
Oxfordshire  and  Surrey.  All  the  temporary  members  of  the  staffs  and  several  of 
the  permanent  domiciliary  midwifery  staff  from  the  Emergency  Homes  in  Kent 
which  had  been  closed  were  transferred  to  these  Homes,  only  one  Emergency 
Maternity  Home  being  left  in  the  County  to  deal  with  patients  from  evacuation 
areas.  As  the  beds  were  not  fully  occupied  with  such  patients,  the  Ministry  of 
Health  agreed  to  the  reception  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  cases  from  the 
County  at  this  Home,  at  a  cost  to  the  Council  of  £3  10s.  Od.  a  week. 

During  the  year  changes  have  been  made  in  the  arrangements  for  the  super¬ 
vision  of  midwives  under  the  Midwives  Act  on  account  of  the  resignation  of  the 
Supervisor  for  South-East  Kent.  The  Supervisor  for  the  North-Western  portion 
of  the  County  was  promoted  Supervisor  for  the  whole  County,  and  two  Assistant 
Supervisors  were  appointed.  The  advantages  of  this  re-organisation  were  that 
there  was  uniformity  of  supervision  throughout  the  County,  and  that  the  additional 
work  created  by  the  inauguration  of  the  salaried  midwifery  services  and  the  duties 
in  connection  with  the  establishment,  staffing  and  maintenance  of  Emergency 
Maternity  Homes  could  be  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

I  should  like  to  express  grateful  recognition  of  the  valuable  assistance  given 
by  ladies  carrying  out  social  work  in  a  voluntary  capacity  in  the  numerous 
Welfare  Centres  scattered  all  over  the  County  whereby  time  of  the  nurses  for 
their  own  professional  duties  is  saved. 
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Laboratory  Services. 

Work  in  the  Count}'  Laboratories  proceeded  steadily  :  the  number  of  speci¬ 
mens  dealt  with  being  110,520  as  against  102,213  in  the  previous  year.  The  value 
of  the  Laboratory  as  a  “  watch-dog  ”  giving  early  intimation  of  outbreaks  of  in¬ 
fectious  disease  is  still  greater  when  the  County  is  occupied  by  so  many  Service 
men  in  billets  and  encampments.  For  example,  there  is  an  enhanced  danger  of 
infection  of  public  water  supplies  and  the  constant  watch  by  means  of  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  these  supplies  may  well  have  played  a  part  in  preventing 
serious  outbreaks  due  to  contamination.  An  interesting  branch  of  work  has  been 
the  examination  of  the  blood  of  somh  11,000  blood  donors  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  freedom  from  infection  which  might  be  transferred  by  this  means. 


Air  Raid  Precautions  and  Civil  Defence. 

The  Officers  on  my  Staff  have  continued  to  give  much  time  and  thought  in 
advising  the  District  Councils  on  all  medical  aspects  of  these  problems.  The 
organisation  of  Fixed  and  Mobile  First  Aid  Posts  ;  First  Aid  Points  and  Gas 
Cleansing  Stations  ;  the  organisation  and  partial  administration  of  Ambulance 
Services,  and  of  the  training  of  personnel  in  first  aid  duties  have  taken  up  much 
time,  cheerfully  given,  although  this  type  of  work  is  not  one  associated  in  the  true 
sense  with  Preventive  Medicine. 

I  have  again  to  record  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  loyal  assistance  given  to 
me  by  the  staff  and  of  the  unfailing  help  and  encouragement  of  all  the  Members- 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — The  total  population  of  the  combined  urban  districts  was 
1,010,540  ;  and  of  the  combined  rural  districts  310,010. 

Births. — The  births  of  19,715  living  children  were  registered  in  1940,  a  de¬ 
crease  of  1,365  on  the  previous  year’s  total.  The  total  was  made  up  of  10,192 
males  and  9,523  females. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  1,987, — 961  males,  1,026  females. 

The  birth-rates  for  the  year  were  15.4  for  the  combined  urban  districts,  13.7 
for  the  combined  rural  districts,  and  15.0  for  the  County  as  a  whole.  The  former 
figure  shows  a  slight  increase  over  the  preceding  year.  The  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  was  14.6. 

Still-Births. — Still-births  recorded  during  the  year  totalled  588 — 102  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  in  each  sanitary  district  is  shown  in  the 
Tables  6  and  7  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

The  rate  of  still-births  in  the  county,  per  thousand  of  the  population,  was  0.45, 
which  compares  favourably  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  (0.55),  the  126 
great  towns  (0.64)  and  the  148  smaller  towns  (0.55).  The  rate  in  the  combined 
urban  areas  was  0.46,  and  in  the  combined  rural  areas  0.43. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Infantile  death-rate  was  44  per  thousand  births. 
The  urban  figure  was  43,  the  rural  rate  was  47.  The  rates  in  the  different  sanitary 
districts  will  be  found  in  Tables  6  and  7  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  county 
figure  compares  well  with  the  recorded  rates  for  England  and  Wales  (55)  and  the 
great  towns  (61). 

Deaths. — The  net  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  county  was  17,728  : 
and  the  allocation  of  deaths  to  individual  areas  results  in  crude  death-rates  of  13.8 
for  the  combined  urban  areas,  12.3  for  the  combined  rural  districts,  and  13.5  for 
the  whole  county.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.3. 

(It  will  be  seen  from  Tables  6  and  7  that  a  “comparable  death  rate’’  in  respect  of  each 
district,  is  also  shown.  The  Registrar-General  supplies  a  factor  which,  applied  to  the  crude  death- 
rate  of  the  area,  makes  such  death-rate  comparable,  from  a  mortality  point  of  view,  with  other 
areas.  The  object  is  to  allow  for  the  variations  in  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  populations). 

Zymotic  Mortality.  — The  following  tabulation  gives  particulars  relative 
to  the  prevalence  of,  and  the  mortality  from,  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  in 
Kent  during  1940.  The  figures  relate  to  the  civil  population  only  ;  and  the  table 
shows  (for  purposes  of  comparison)  the  mortality  recorded  in  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  during  the  same  period  :  —

Scarlet  Fever. — The  notifications  totalled  1,293,  which  represents  an 
incidence  rate  of  0.98  per  thousand  :  and  there  were  three  deaths  from  the  disease. 
Even  allowing  for  the  reduced  population,  and  especially  for  the  smaller  number 
of  children  of  school  and  pre-school  age,  remaining  in  the  county,  these  figures 
represent  a  remarkable  decrease. 

Diphtheria. — In  this  disease,  also,  there  was  a  very  noticeable  decrease. 
Notifications  fell  to  527,  the  lowest  figure  for  many  years,  with  an  incidence  rate 
of  0.40  :  and  there  were  34  deaths,  with  a  death-rate  of  0.026.

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Schemes  have  been  adopted  in  Deal  B.,  F  aver  sham  B.,  Folkestone  B., 
Hythe  B.,  Penge  U.,  Sandwich  B.,  East  Ashford  R.,  Dover  R.,  Eastry  R.,  Elham 
R.,  Mailing'  R.,  and  Romney  Marsh  R.,  and  in  most  of  these  areas  the  schemes 
have  come  into  operation  during  1941. 

Enteric  Fever. — Forty-eight  cases  were  notified,  with  an  incidence-rate 
of  0.04  :  and  there  were  four  deaths,  with  a  death-rate  of  0.004.  These  figures 
are  comparable  with  those  for  several  years  past. 

Measles. — The  disease  became  generally  notifiable  by  Regulations  issued  at 
the  end  of  1939  :  and  during  1940  there  were  2972  notifications.  Its  incidence 
in  individual  districts  is  shown  in  Tables  8  and  9  at  the  end  of  the  report.  There 
were  three  deaths. 

Whooping-Cough.  There  were  380  notifications  of  whooping-cough,  which 
became  notifiable  at  the  end  of  1939.  Cases  occurring  in  each  district  are  shown 
in  Tables  8  and  9.  There  were  eight  deaths.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  work  of  this  Section  is  mainly  concerned  with  :- 

1.  The  provision  of 

(a)  A  whole-time  Salaried  Midwifery  Service  throughout  the  County  Mid¬ 

wifery  Area. 

(b)  The  visitation  of  newly  born  children,  and  children  up  to  five  years 

of  age. 

(c)  Over  175  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  Ante  and  Post-natal 

Clinics. 

(d)  Institutional  accommodation,  etc.  for  complicated  maternity  cases  or 

cases  where  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable  for  confinement. 

(e)  Home  Helps  during  the  lying-in  period  and  during  the  illness  of  mothers 

of  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  ;  and 

(f)  Various  treatment  for  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  children 

under  the  age  of  five  years,  etc.  throughout  the  County  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Area. 

2.  The  supervision  of  :- 

(i)  370  midwives  who  attended,  as  midwives,  9,367  of  the  20,213  births 

notified  during  the  year. 

(ii)  179  foster-parents  having  the  care  of  243  nurse-children. 

(iii)  Thirty-eight  nursing  homes  providing  accommodation  for  238  patients 

in  the  twenty-four  districts  where  the  County  Council  is  the  local 
supervising  authority. 

All  the  above  services  and  in  addition  the  service  in  connection  with  the 
Emergency  Maternity  Home  for  the  reception  of  expectant  mothers  from  evacua¬ 
tion  areas  have  been  fully  maintained  throughout  the  year.

Section  F 

COUNTY  PATHOLOGICAL  LABORATORIES. 

The  points  of  interest  in  the  work  of  the  County  Laboratory  during  1940  are 
as  follows 

1.  The  number  of  investigations  exceeded  those  of  1939  by  more  than  8,000. 

2.  The  considerable  increase  in  the  work  done  at  the  branch  laboratories* 
especially  at  Farnborough. 

3.  The  decrease  of  12,000  investigations  in  connection  with  diphtheria  :  only 
162  acute  positive  cases  and  54  positive  contacts  were  reported  as  compared 
with  411  and  207  respectively,  during  1939. 

4.  A  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  swabs  reported  positive  for  haemoly¬ 
tic  streptococci.  (572  in  1940,  and  1,393  in  1939). 

5.  The  increase  of  11,000  investigations  in  connection  with  Venereal  Disease 
is  mainly  due  to  the  blood  tests  carried  out  for  the  Blood  Transfusion  Services. 

6.  School  milks  showed  a  slight  improvement  as  regards  bacteriological  clean¬ 
liness  and  there  was  a  reduction  in  the  percentage  number  of  these  milks  infected 
with  tubercle  bacilli — from  7.5%  in  1939  to  5.6%  in  1940. 

7.  Haematological  examinations  carried  out  at  the  Central  laboratory  showed 
a  very  marked  increase  from  998  to  1,464,  also  Biochemical  examinations  from 
1,975 "to  3,175. 

8.  Bacteriological  supervision  of  main  water  supplies  was  continued  :  on  the 
whole  the  main  supplies  were  good.

The  provision  of  approved  arsenobenzene  compounds  to  medical  practitioners 
producing  satisfactory  evidence  of  experience  in  the  administration  of  these  drugs 
is  undertaken  direct  from  the  County  Health  Department.  During  the  year,  3,077 
doses  were  supplied  to  accredited  medical  practitioners,  namely  196  to  eleven 
of  the  private  practitioners  on  the  list  of  approved  medical  practitioners  in  Kent, 
and  2,881  to  four  medical  officers  of  treatment  centres. 

The  number  of  patients  under  the  care  of  private  doctors  for  whom  these 
compounds  were  supplied  during  the  year  was  56. 

In  cases  where  patients  cannot  receive  the  treatment  required  unless  travelling 
expenses  are  paid,  the  County  Council  defrays  the  cost.  The  fares  of  76  patients 
were  paid  during  1940.
